The Treafurer Sapieha anfwer’d 
it, in tHe Name of their Maiefties ; Which 
done the Senators and the Nobility had the 
horiour to cheir Majefties Hands. 
In‘ the Hall where their Majefties dig 
were Three Tables, the Middlemoft being 
Square and rais'd fome fteps higher than the 
other Two, .at that Table fat their Majefties 
and with them the Ambafladors of Sweden ; 
the Principal Officers of the Kingdom waiting: 
on chem. ; 
The Table on the Right was for the Sena- 
tors and Deputies, and the other for the La- 
dies, Officers, and otherPerfons of Quality, as 
well Swedes as Poles, 
Piice Alexander Sobieski was not prefent 
at cis So.emnity, being retir’d to his Seat at 
Villesoya, not fo much out of fear of irricat- 
ing King Auguftus againft the Two Princes 
his Brothers that are his Prifoners, as to avoid 
alldifpute wich the Swedifh Ambaffadors who 
had beforehand fignify’d to him, that at fucha 
Ceremony and at the King’s Table they could 
hot allow him to fit above them. For the 
fame Reafon the Princefs the King’s Mother 
was abfent likewife. 7
